Letter Writing. 


One of the most innocent and exquisite pleas- 


ures ot this life is that of hearing from an absent 
friend. 
When we are suddenly reminded, by a 


letter, of one*who is dear to us, and see our 
name in the well-known hand on the direction,a 
flash ot delight pervades the whols frame ; the 
heart beats with expectation, while the seal is 
being broken, and, as the sheet is untolded, goes 
forth in full benevolence to meet the heart of the 
writer in the perusal of its contents. An episto- 
lary correspondence between intimatel and en- 
deared connections is a spiritual communion, in 
which minds alone seem to mingle,and,unembar- 
rassed by the bodily presence, converse with a 
freedom, and favor, and an eloquence rarely ex- 
cited, and, perhaps, never more felicitously in- 
dulged in personal intercourse. 
Hence the 


chief charm of a letter, if the term may be BO 
applied, is its individuality, as a message from 
one whom weJove or esteem, according loathe 
degjree of kin or congeniality between tis, sent 
expressly on an errand of kindness to ourselves. 
The consciousness that it was written to and for 
him, gives the receiver a paramount interest in 
its existence, as well as in its disclosures. To 
him, therefore, it becomes an object ot affection; 
and none but himself, however some others may 
sympathise with the feelings, can enter into it 
with the same degree of ineffable emotion; that, 
indeed, is " a joy with which a stranger inter- 
meddleth not." 
In letter writing, when the 


heart is earnestly engaged, the first thought in 
the first words are usually the best; for it is 
thoughts, not words, that are communicated ; 
and meaning, not manner, which is mainly to be 
aimed at. Tlie ideas that rise, and thicken as 
they rise, in a mind full and overflowing with its 
subject, voluntarily embody themselves in lan- 
guage the most easy and appropriate. 


Advice to Parents. 


The manner in which commands and prohi- 


bitions ale given is of the utmost importance.— 
The following principles should be caiefuily ob- 
served : Let tiiere be as few commands and 
tews as possible; but whathas'bnce been pre 
scribed ought to be irrevocable. If altered cir- 
cumstances should require the abrogation of any 
rule that has been given, it should be as formally 
abrogated as it was enjoined. No rule should be 
permitted to become an obsolete statute, for 
which nobody has any further respect. Hence 
it will be necessaiy to reflect maturely before 
any rule of conduct is prescribed ; and no-order 
should be given, to enforce which the will or the 
ability is wanting. By neglecting these several 
principles, great and extensive mischief is done 
by many who undertake the business of educa- 
tion, 


Rules for the conduct of children should be 


given in as few words and as much distinctness 
as possible ; and no flattery, or any other mixed 
motives which would detogate from the lules, 
should be employed.

You will perceive from-the source whence 


thir comes, that I am a denizen of the back 
woods of Aroostook—the very northeastern cor- 
ner of the Union. 


And owing to our present isolated situation, 


consequent upon the badness of the roads, the 
infcequency of mails, and other causes incident 
to so new a country—every thing of a readable 
nature is seized upon and read with a corres- 
ponding eagerness,even a Loco-Foco newspaper 
does not come amiss. They at least serve to 
remind one of old times; for whatever changes 
may have come over the spirit of other things they 
in one sense remain the same;the wriggling,twist- 
ing-, and misrepresentation of facts so peculiar to 
the party, still characterize them now, except 
that as the great struggle approaches, these lies 
and misrepresentations become a little more bit- 
ter and envenomed, but this is perfectly natural, 
and to be expected. 


1 was led to these remarks from seeing an ar- 


ticle in a Bangor " Democrat'' of recent date, 
trying to ridicule the doctrine, that the foster- 
ing and protecting of home industry, and do- 
mestic manufactures, should be beneficial to the 
consumers of those articles on which this pro- 
tection is extended. They affect, notwithstand- 
ing all the clear and incontrovertible facts and 
arguments which have been advanced on this 
subject, not to see how home manufacturing 
should advance the price of the raw material 
!o be manufactured, and at the same time reduce 
the cost of the article manufactured from these 
raw materials. 


Now considering the necessity of the case we 


will endeavor to give & very simple and plain 
illustration, and one, the practical results of 
which, we, here, are full well acquainted with. 
In the region in which I now reside, the inhab- 
itants suffer very much from the want of a good 
flouring mill in the vicinity, at which they can 
get their wheat floured, and the necessity is 
such, that they, for the most part, are obliged to 
go forty, and from that to sixty miles to mill.— 
The expense for transportation both ways is 
about fifty cents per bushel and the consequence 
is, that while grinding wheat is worth only from 
one dollar to one dollar and twenty five cents 
and dull at that; flour is worth from ten dollars 
and fifty cents to twelve dollars a barrel, and 
quick. 
Now can any man, possessed of the 


usual modicum of common sense, fail to see, 
that by the establishment of a mill at which we 
could get our wheat floured without this enor- 
mous expense for transportation, that the price 
of wheift would adrlact:, at the same time that 
flour crak^be bought much cheaper. Is there 
any inconsistency in this ?
